It must live up to custom and tradition by 
reflecting a stately and solemn rharact r, 
Wliile the cutaway coat for years has been th** accepted wed­ 
ding garment, many Americans deem it too 
fussy

wear it. The black sack or dark gray coat, shown here, takes the 
place of the cutaway and. having no tails, does not appear so 
crushing!y formal.
